This danger (Tenedos shoal), composed of uneven coralline rock, extends apparently 
about 3. miles from. the shore, and is steep-to on its south-western edge, where the least water 
obtained. was, 12 feet. 

Position ae" emai latitude 28° 59’ S., longitude 31° 54’ E. 

Nore.—As there are no marks on the adjacent shore by which the position be 
determined, and as the sea only breaks on the shoal in heavy weather, vessels should not

Rule 1—On and after the Ist July 1879, no trees, timber, or any other forest 
duce shall be cut, sawn, gathered, or removed from within the boundaries of the Sund 8 
Protected Forests without prepayment in full of the charges due thereon at the rates 
following :— . 

(1) For every maund of sundri timber, one anna. . 
(2) For every maund of any other forest produce, one-fourth of an anna. 

Rule II.—Any person desiring to enter the Sunderbuns Protected Forests for the purpose 
of cutting, sawing, converting, gathering, or removing trees, timber, or any other forest 
produce, shall take out a permit or license for the produce which he proposes to remove. The 
said permit will be granted only, on prepayment of the prescribed charges, by the officer in 
charge of the Sunderbuns Forest Division, or by any of his subordinates duly authorised to 
receive payment and to issue permits. 

Rule III.—The holder of a permit or license for the cutting, sawing, conversion, gather- 
ing, or removal of any forest produce within the boundaries of the Sunderbuns Protected 
Forests shall produce the said permit or license when called upon to do so by any forest or 
police officer, and shall further be bound, on leaving the Sunderbuns Protected Forests, to 
return the said permit or license to one of the forest officers in ‘charge of the revenue 
stations, a list of which will be notified from time to time in the Calcutta Gazette. 

Rule 1V.—Any forest produce in transit within or passing out of the Sunderbuns 
Protected Forests, and any such produce found in ay water-channel skirting or leading from 
the said forests, when there is reason to believe that anything is payable to the Goyernment 
in respect of such produce, may be stopped and examined by any forest or police officer. 

Rule V.—The clearing and breaking up of land for cultivation and other purposes within 
the Sunderbuns Protected Forests is prohibited, except in accordance with such rules.as_ thes 
local Government may from time to time issue, with the previous sanction of the Governor- 
General in Council. 

“ Rule VI.—Any person who desires to transport any forest produce through the Sunder- 
buns Protected Forests, or through any part of them, or along any of the water-channels 
intersecting or skirting them, shall be bound to take out a pass at any one of the revenue. 
Stations, a list of which will be published from time to time im the Calcutta Gazette, and he 
shall further be bound to produce such pass when called upon todo so by any forest-or police 
officer, and to return such pass at any one of the said revenue stations on passing out of the 
boundary of the Protected Forests. The fee, if any, payable for such passes will from time 
to time be fixed by the Conservator of Forests and notified in the Calcutta Gazette.

‘The 10th April 1879.—In supersession of the rules for the Gilchrist Scholarships 
published in the Calcutta Gazette dated the 16th December 1868, the Lieutcnant-Governor 
‘orders the publication of the following rules for general information.

. GILCHRIST SCHOLARSHIPS. 
Amenvep Rowes ror tae Scuovarsuirs Institutep sy toe Gincurist Epucationan 
e Trust. 
(These Rules will take effect at and from the Examination to be held in January 1880.) 


Two scholarships, each of the value of £100 per annum,* and tenable for four years,+ 
will be,annually awarded to candidates born in India, who shall become eligible by compe- 
titive examination, under the following conditions :— 

1.—Of the parents of each candidate, one at least shall not be of pure European descent. 

2.—Every candidate must furnish proof satisfactory to the local authorities that he has 
-completed his sixteenth year, and that his age does not exceed twenty-two years. 

8.—Every candidate must furnish proof satisfactory to the local authorities that in 
regard to personal character aud social position he is qualified to be admitted to competition 
for a — 

4.—The subjects of examination are identical with those prescribed for the Matricula- 
tion Examination of the London University, and will include (1) Latin; (2) any two of the 
following languages—Greek, French, German, and either Sanskrit or Arabic ; (3) the English 
language, English History, and Modern Geography ; (4) Mathematics; (5) Natural Philoso- 
phy ; and (6) Chemistry. The examination papers will be those prepared in these subjects 
respectively for the Matriculation Examination of the University of London; and the number 
of hours assigned to each of the papers will be the same as those assigned to the same paper 
by the University of London. These papers will be sent out from England in sealed covers 
through the India Office, to the charge of Sub-Examiners appointed by Her Majesty’s 

Government 

5.—The examination will be held, under the charge of a Government Sub-Examiner, at 
each of the Presidential Capitals simultaneously, and shall commence on the third Monday 
of January in each year. ‘The place and hours of examination will be appointed by the 
local authorities. 

6.—The Sub-Examiner will open the sealed covers containing the examination papers 
in the place of exumination, at the hour prescribed for the candidates to assemble. He will 
be present throughout the whole of each examination, and will at the end of each collect 
the answers written by every candidate during the time allowed. He will transmit these 
answers in sealed covers, through the India Office, to the Secretary of the Gilchrist Trust, 
who will cause them to be carefully considered and compared by Examiners of established 
reputation aamed by the Trustees in each of the respective subjects. The Trustees will 
name, whenever practicable, the Examiners or Sub-Examiners acting in those subjects 
respectively for the University of London. The Examiners will consider the papers with 
as little delay as possible, aud will make their award thereupon, assigning to each paper 
a number of marks suitable to its merits. Such award will be transmitted forthwith by 
the Secretary, through the India Office, to the local authorities in the Presidential Capitals 
to be by them announced to the candidates. 

* %.—The first scholarship will be awarded to the candidate whose aggregate of marks 
stands highest: provided that he passes in each of the six subjects above-mentioned, and 
that his aggregate of marks amounts to not less than one-half of the total. Such candidate 
will have his choice whether he will pursue his curriculum of study in the University of 
Edinburgh, or in the University College, London, 

8.— The second scholarship will be awarded to the candidate whose aggregate of marks 
stands second : provided that he passes in each of the six subjects, and that his aggregate of 
marks amounts to not less than one-half of the total. Such candidate shall pursue his 
curriculum of study in that one of the two institutions abovenamed, which shall not have 
been chosen by the other candidate. 

_. 9,—If the two highest candidates are equal in aggregate number of marks, the privilege 
of choosing between these two institutions shall be determined between them by lot. 

10 —The successful candidates well be expected to arrive in London, and to present 
themselves to the Secretary of the Gilchrist Trust, not later than the first week in the 
October following their appointment.
